The boxes of glasses and trinkets from my room were not 
repacked at all. They were merely nailed up in crates 
along with the cartons of books, etc. etc. and shipped.

How the 
glass fronts managed to stay whole is a mystery, but the 
gods must have been smiling on us.

®ne year ago today - it is hard to realize. At least one 
thing has been accomplished which Mr. Johnson hoped would be and that 
is that his will would bo accepted as he ’ranted it without any contro¬ 
versies. As far as you are concerned, I am sure you realize the im¬ 
portance of hiving the time elapse with: which claims against the 
estate and will contests could be filed. 

George and I on March lot are going to distribute the legacies 
to those specifically named. As I previously wrote you - 1 wonder whether 
you have any suggestions as to the distribution to your Mother. She will 
receive $7500.00 as her legacy and $1685.87 for the household goods of - 
hers which were sold. We are not in a position to avoid sending checks 
to her but I assume by your silence that you may have arranged with her 
to see that the money is properly cared for. If you wish us to delay 
in sending this money, we would like her written permission to delay. 

I am enclosing the schedules being filed with the income tax 
returns for 1947* I am very satisfied with the sales which we made in 
1947 but our chances of doing that well in 1948 are not so great. However* 
it has been very difficult to try to continue to put in the time necessary 
to sell the material but we are managing to do it. 'The only trouble is 
that I believe the dealers are holding back now not only on account of the 
droio in sales but also because of the hope that the material will be sac¬ 
rificed* 


Miss Luby just tells me that you were to St. Augustine and I am 
sure you were at Marinellnd tshich was one of the most interesting th ngs 
I have ev-r seen in ny life. I watched the giant sea ba:;s, the cels, the 
turtles, etc., end listened to then whistle at eachother.

During our many snows this 
Winter I built the children a giant elephant of snow and he is now 
thawing* When he was originally constructed he was a white elephant 
he is now a black elephant from St. Louis soot and if we do not get 

him made soon 1 will drink until he looks like a pink elephant. 

Uvelyn is going to school and taking half of a regular course. She 
was unable to get in as a special student earlier this year but now 
site qualifies a 3 a veteran - veteran of trying to get in. She enjdys 
it very much A.nd will graduate about the time Linda does. 

I have been asked to give a lecture before the Missouri 
Historical Society which I fondly call the Missouri Histerical 
Society - uhitihe early money of the West. I had a lot of Kodachrcme 
slides made but at present Kastman is battling with rae as to tfiether 
I have the right to take them or not. '(hey told me I would need an 
approval from the attorney general of the U.S. I told them that the 
lecture wa 3 coming this year and that the films would be decayed 
before the approval came along. I will try to make it inteiesting.

To do this means that they 
should be ready to go at the same time the things 
are shipped from here. V,e have no idea what the 
removal charges might be so we thought we would 
impose on your generosity again and ask you please 
to pay anything necessary to get them on their 
way without causing a delay of having to contact us 
before the army can move them out of Langans. fte 
will certainly appreciate your helping us out this 
way and we will settle up with you when we get to 
St. Louis. 

Also, the things that are at your house - the books 
and the bookcases (minus that antique number in the 
last stages of collapse) and any other clutter 
will be nicked up by the army and sent along with 
the books. lhat should be quite a relief to get 
your basement cleared out after all this time. If I 
am right, the only books you have at your house 
are the Histories. Correct? 

Our present plan is to leave here April 1st and take 
the long way to Oklahoma - through Fort Monroe, 

New York, Boston and St. Louis. Unless we should be

Dear Evelyn: 

If you are having cool weather where you are I must 
say that you are lucky. Since I have been back in 
Oklahoma it has, until this week end, been awful. 
Instead of the usual dry summer heat, this year it 
has been more humid and sticky than St. Louis. Just 
noticed in the paper this morning that we had only 
had four days without rain since the first of June. 

That must be an all time record for here. Of course, 
the grass, shrubs, etc. look wonderful instead of 
brown - as they usually look this time of the year. 

BUT - you should see the natives. They are wilted 
and droopy this time. 

Had a pretty bad trip from St. Louis to Tulsa. It was 
awfully hot and I ran into four thunderstorms which 
just made it hotter and steamier. Made the trio in 
ten hours but 1*11 promise you that Barbara’s apart¬ 
ment looked wonderful to me when I got there. 

Stayed in Tulsa a week and then Barbara came down here 
with me. Ever since I’ve been home I have been busy 
as a beaver trying to gather up a goodly supply of 
cottons to put away and have ready to take overseas 
when I can go. I was afraid that I might take off 
in the early spring before those things would be 
available so it seemed like a pretty good idea to be 
prepared. 

Have heard more definite news from Winston about the 
chances of my getting over there. It seems that he 
must wait eight months from his sailing date (May 18th). 
Then my name can be put on a sailing list and that 
should take another month or two. All in all, he says 
we should plan on my sailing some time in February or 
March. Wouldn’t you just know it! Bet it will be 



rough as the devil on the Pacific that time of year. 

Have also heard that dependent housing on Okinawa is 
the quonset style of thing. Winston says the houses 
really aren’t bad, they can be made to look real cute, 
but that the roads over there are so bad the army 
furnishes jeeps with your quarters. Civilian cars 
just can’t take the beating that those roads give them 
and hold together. Guess that means T will sell our 
little car Just before I leave here for the coast. 

One happy thought is that he said not to bother send 
ing over the household clutter that we had packed for 
overseas shipment. The houses are completely furnished 
and you can get anything you want to dress them up 
right over there. That will be one ball of red tape 
I won’t have to worry about unwinding. Goodness me, 
the more I think of it the more anxious I am to get 
started. 

His letters sound pretty gay now and from all reports 
there must be plenty of amusement on the island to 
keep you busy. T hadn't olanned on taking anything 
much in the way of evening clothes but he said to 
bring a generous supply as I would need them. Now I 
will probably have to have those made because he 
recommended sticking to cotton for those too. 

Hope you all are having a grand time. Give my best 
regards to Dorothy, if she is with you, and let me 
hear from you.

Dear Evelyn and Eric: 

8ince your letter the other day said that your only 
worry was some railroad clutter for Winston, I can 
safely tell you that your worry is now on its way 
to the Pacific. I have just about reached the 
point myself where I am running out of ideas for 
the train but I got a sure thing for you. for our 
anniversary I sent Winston an Athearn box car kit 
which he must have fairly drooled over. His account 
of it was glowing - to say the least - and he went 
so far as to suggest that if I cared to send him 
any more cars please make them Athea.ms, they were 
so perfect, so detailed, etc. Soooo! I found the 
box car, complete with sliding doors, brass wheels, 
automatic couplers, in fact, everything a model 
railroader's heart could desire. Wrapped it in 
some gay paper, forged your signatures and sent it 
off the first of last week air mail. 

The car amounted to &T.10 and the air postage was 
80^ but we can worry about that when I see you. 

There is little doubt that he will enjoy it because 
he must have finished building all the kits he had. 

T feel sure of that because he mentioned just the 
other day that he had been driven to starting work 
on the wrecking crane which T sent him more for a 
joke than with any idea that he would actually try 
to put it together. It must have a jillion pieces 
and the thing made me rick just to look at it, but 
apparently he is tackling it now. 

What with the refugees from China cluttering up 
the picture he wrote yesterday and said to hurry 
and fill out the Civil Service blanks, send them to 
him and he would have me requested from there. After 
much conversation around here we found that that was 
the quickest and surest way of getting what you 


wanted In the way of a Job. He is to take the 
application to the woman In charge of the civilians 
and then she will figure out from that Just what 
special place she could request me for. Have no 
doubt he made her an upper plate that worked, or 
something like that. 

Just finished writing Josephine about coming up 
there. If you would prefer to have me on Monday 
I can leave from McAlester Sunday night and be there 
early Monday morning. If you would rather not be 
bothered with me Monday I can leave from here Monday 
night and arrive early Tuesday morning. m ell 
Josephine which you prefer and she can drop me a 
note right away so that I can make the necessary 
reservations. 

Also, I asked her to make a hotel reservation for 
me and let me know about that. If ' r could bum rides 
with you I could stay at the Forest Park (you go 
right by there, don't you) or else I could stay down 
town at whichever hotel would have me. Then there 
would be no transoortation problem in case of bad 
weather. If you all could decide Monday and let 
me know it would be a good idea. 

Will save what little news there is until I see 
you all.

November 15th 


Dear Evelyn and Eric: 

I'm afraid I have been oretty slow about writing 
you all but this is one time, at least, that I can 
say the delay has been somewhat justified. My 
Aunt Nellie was here when I arrived and she just 
left yesterday afternoon. 'Nuf said! T,T e are all 
in the last stages of exhaustion. This is the first 
day since I've been home that I didn’t feel like I 
was tangled up with an electric victrola. 

The Tuesday after I got back I went out to Tinker 
Field to start the long, drawn-out business of 
taking shots and, much to my surprise, there was 
considerable discussion about whether or not I 
could take them. There is a shortage of serum in 
the army at present and only those dependents who 
have already received sailing orders are supposed 
to have shots, but I finally wheedled the nurse 
1 nto starting mine anyway, -uess she thought it 
would be easier to overlook the rules and get rid of 
me than to listen to me. 

The last two Tuesdays I took typhoid and cholera 
shots combined. Tomorrow T will take the last (and 
biggest) typhoid shot and then I will be all through 
with them. Winston wanted me to have typhus and 
yellow fever shots too, in the event that we should 
want to go to China right away, but the shortage of 
-erum is going to eliminate those shots comoletely. 
All I can take is what is absolutely required for 
the area I'm going to live in. Winston says that 
all leaves to China have been cancelled for an in¬ 
definite period anyway so I don't feel too broken 
up over missing two or three more jabs in the arm. 

If and when I need them, I can take them over there. 
But I'm really glad to have that three shot series 
of tyohoid behind me. The others don't take very 
long. 

This morning I had a letter from T,T inston saying to 



hold off for a few days on the efforts to get a 
Civil Service Job. He went In to quite a lengthy 
dissertation on the recent changes In the housing 
regulations but I am forced to admit that after 
reading all the usual ifs, ands and buts I am, if 
anything, more confused than ever. The War Dent's 
ability to complicate seemingly simple matters 
never ceases to amaze mel About all I could figure 
out was that a new housing list was to be published 
right away and that would give us a pretty definite 
idea of when I could plan to leave. He must have 
some reason to believe I should be leaving soon or 
I don't think he would have suggested holding off 
on the Civil Service. 

The week end of the 4th and 5th is to be turned 
over to the celebration of the Cruzan's anniversary. 
Then, if it is satisfactory with you, Eric, I can 
leave here either the night of the 5th or 6th for 
St. Louis. Josephine wrote that you had requested 
the return of the coins by Nov. 26th so most of them 
should be in by that time. T,r ould that date work in 
all right with your olans? Have you ever heard, 
from Mary as to whether or not she will be there? 

Tell Linda and Andy that Mary "with the stewed 
tomato" said hello. 

Best love to you both always, and I'm looking forward 
to seeing you again soon.

Dear Evelyn and Eric: 

As usual, I am slow about writing but I hope that by the time 
this reaches you HEALTH has returned to 6450 Cecil. It was a shame 
to be worried with measles and infections over the holidays - we had 
visitors. 

My cousin Tom barged in with his brand new bride - they were already 
here when I arrived - and they stayed until the second. You can well 
imagine the commotion and turmoil that created. The new cousin is 
grand - far surpassing anything I had imagined in ray wildest dreams. 

In fact, I’m still wondering how my scatter-brained relative managed 
to do so well. All I can think is that he must have slugged her and 
dragged her to the minister while she was still unconscious. At the 
present they are living in Galveston but, in view of the fact that 
Wilson and Company seems to move people as frequently as the army, 
there is no telling where they will end up. 

Things have been pretty quiet around here since the holidays and I 
must say it has been somewhat of a relief. Just staying at home for 
av/hile sounds like a pretty good idea. Particularly in view of the 
fact that WINTER moved in on us yesterday. Considering what it brought 
with it I would say it is planning on making an extended stay. The 
ground is now covered with alternate layers of sleet, snow and ice 
and the sleet is still coming down. Haven’t gone out to see but I 
rather imagine it is slippery as glass. In spite of the fact that 
people think it is beautiful, I think it stinks . 

Adding insult to injury, I had a letter from Winston this morning 
saying that he was going around in shorts and a T shirt I There 
just ain’t no justice. 

His letter this morning was in answer to the one I wrote him from 
Washington and to say that he was annoyed with the results of the 
trip would be a gross understatement of fact. His comment was ” r Ihe 
worst thing about the deal is that records here show those places 
on requisition. Also, they indicate Mr. Wroe and Mr. Cowen are 
here but not working in the rating called for under the numbers I 
called you about. So what the HELL?” Wroe and Cowen were the people 
the Civil Service Office told me had taken those two jobs. All in 
all it would seem that the government records are bogged down some 
where. But that should not be too surprising. 

The coins arrived - all 16 boxes of them - in fine shape, and at the 
present moment they are piled here on my desk. I hope the question 
of where to ship them did not cause you all any unnecessary delay 
but I thought I told Josephine about it when I was there. Perhaps 
I just intended to tell her and overlooked it. There is a slight 
chance that I might be able to dump the whole works on some fellow 
here by the name of Harwell, I believe. Whether he realizes it or 
not, I am in the proper frame of mind to give him a good bargain 




just to get the clutter out of the way. 

The more I hear about Leonard and his writer’s cramp the less I 
think of the whole business. It is a fine idea to get together and 
try to settle things but it does seem, that he could have the 
courtesy - which the British pride themselves on - to write you him¬ 
self instead of letting Hans play messenger boy. 

I had a letter from Hans the other day myself saying that he had had 
a quiet holiday season, spent most of it with the kids. Might as well 
copy the rest - "I had a letter from Eric who mentioned that you got 
half of the coins. Would you like me to hold these on consignment 
here in New York and sell them for you like I used to do for Mr. 
Johnson? Let me know - at present my European market is quite good. 

I don’t know for how long. I am well and happy and don’t miss 
Miriam too much. She called New Year’s day to wish all of us Happy 
New Year and sounded as if she regretted her leaving. £anny is in 
Florida with the grandmother”. 

Since it will probably be later on in the spring before I can leave 
for Okinawa I was thinking I might send Hans some of that foreign 
stuff and see what he could do with it. What do you think of the 
idea?

My eon, 
Andy, was given cracked ice because Linda had it and he sent it 
back to the kitchen requesting warmer cracked ice. On being told 
that ice could net bo warmed ho asked for a glass of warm water ao 
that he could chow the ice and quickly eliminate the cold feeling. 

One night at about 3*30 he awakened mo, saying that he couldn*t 
sleep and that I should road to him until he fell asleep, but the 
soporific effect reached the wrong party first and there I was 
snoring, to his great amusement, 

\7e have Just opened a luncheon club downtown which i3 being enthusi¬ 
astically received. There are 80 members, Wo rented an old handbook 
joint, sot up a kitchen, and serve lunch to the members and their 
guests. 2Io women or drinking are permitted for the first three 
weeks. After that, God knowsS Card playing began on the second 
day. The lunches ere so delicioue that wo are going to install a 
reducing doctor*s offioe in one corner of the space.

Thanks for your letter of February 26. 

I definitely believe I have a man who will pay you more than 
$1500.00 for the coins you call "clutter." He is Art Kagin on 
the Hollinbeck Stamp & Coin Company, and I certainly would give 
him a chance. He might even come to Oklahoma City if I asked 
him to do so. Please let me know by return mail whether or not 
you have sold the coins, as I would like to let him make an offer. 
There certainly seems to be no reason to sell this material below 
cost. 

Well, Leonard was here. He explained his balance sheet to us and 
then we started asking questions. He finally ended up by saying 
that he had no idea as to how his accountant had prepared the 
balance sheet and didn't know what was included in liabilities 
and what was included in the assets. He finally admitted the 
balance sheet was ^ust an accounting set-up and that he was sell¬ 
ing coins and dealing in Portugal, Spain, Switzerland, and other 
countries and working up foreign exchange balances. 

We told him that we thought the offer of $300.00 for the stock 
was ridiculous, and he told us his accountant had advised him 
that that was the thing to offer.

Dear Mary and Winstons 

Your threat to give us a description of the June 20th typhoon, accord¬ 
ing to my calculations is some two typhoons behind, as v/e Just read in 
the paper that all of you were cut off from communication completely. 
It was published In all the papers that there was no communication 
but that all of you were safe. (A small matter of mind reading which 
can only be accomplished in this modern age.) 

I have beon saving up to try to give you a little worth while informa¬ 
tion. 

The estate tax has finally been settled by an additional assessment 
of Just over £6,000. They Insisted on the coins which were sold dur¬ 
ing the administration as being included at the amount they were sold 
for less expenses and purchases, so that there could be no profit from 
the operations during the administration. The coins which were dis¬ 
tributed December 15, 1948 were valued at cost, as was the balance of 
the decent coins which were out on invoice and which are still out on 
invoice. 

In filing the income tax returns of the estate for the year 1947 we 
paid §4,000 in taxes. I figured that we ought to receive a refund of 
about §3*800 and ar:i filing a claim for that refund now. For 1948 I 
filed th© income taxes the way the Government wanted us to and paid 
them the great sum of §3*00 instead of about 02,000, Actually this 
increase in Federal Estate Taxes does not amount to very much as it 
really was saved in income taxes. 

One of my principal reasons for going to England wa3 to obtain the 
facts with respect to Leonard. Although he was over here in the very 
early paid of the year he was unable to explain a number of items on 
his balance sheet and was hesitant about giving me all the facts con¬ 
cerning others. I believe he was eonduoting so many manipulations 
from the Foreign Exchange point of view that he himself did not know 
what his accountant had concluded was proper for his English corporate 
tax returns. When I arrived in England Leonard was very cooperative 
and we had a long session with his accountant. 

The sum and substance seems to be that Leonard has an account with a 
man by the name of Basmadjieff which is payable in Swiss francs but 
which was a bad credit risk. The man apparently still has the coins 


and is paying very slowly, He is on© of these international 
maneuverers who has construction contracts in one country or 
another, I wrote a strong letter to Leonard requesting him to 
go after Mr, Basmadjieff or else we would not sit still and let 
him owe us money, I suggested this as a means of helping Leonard, 
and he heartily approved. It did do some good. Somehow I think 
we are going to get our money from Leonard, hut I don’t know when. 

There is no question about the fact that he is protecting his 
business ahead of paying us, but I cannot really blame him too 
much. 

As you may know, Leonard got hold of the Brand foreign material and 
had them shipped to Switzerland to Rosenberg, who operates for the 
Adolph Hess firm. Since these will be sold out of Switzerland he 
will accumulate Swiss exchange, and in that way I believe money will 
be forthcoming somehow. He is also angling for another important 
collection in America to be sent to Switzerland, He is not making 
the mistake of getting any of thoee collections into England, although 
as far as English material is concerned there is no other way than 
bringing it to England, but X believe he could swap Continental material 
for English material and handle it that way so that his stock in Eng¬ 
land is mostly English, 

Leonard has a very cute apartment and his ?/ife is a very nice girl. 

She is much younger than he, very simple and plain. Their furniture 
is extremely modest, and although when it came it must have been ninth 
hand their little son, Nicholas, will make it look twentieth hand with¬ 
in the year. He is a fine, devilish, little boy, 

Leonard’s office, which he was moving from one part of the building to 
another, is so small that his secretary sits right next to him and his 
two stenographers sit in the anteroom with clutter threatening to fall 
down from the walls at all times. When a customer or two comes in the 
staff has to collapse against the wall. He showed me his stock of mer¬ 
chandise, which is his principal asset as he, following Mr, Johnson’s 
advice, is keeping all his pounds tied up in coins, Leonard really 
went out of his way for us at every opportunity and made our short stay 
in England most pleasant, 

Evelyn wrote you some things about Hans’ lady love. He acquired his 
lady love by operations strictly below the belt, I understand that he

good. I almost was killed there when I was examining the under side 
of a B-29 and somebody inside opened the Bombay doors, which open 
like a ehot. 

The City Art Museum in St. Louis has asked me to lend them a number 
of things for an exhibit they are having showing life on the Mississippi 
River, and of course I have lots of pictures of river boats and levees, 
eto. 

I met a Mr* Herman Heyman, who remembers you both and who says that 
you were a 3V/eet young lady. He admitted that his entire conversa¬ 
tions with Mr. Johnson totalled up to two loud grunts. 

We are enjoying staying at home this summer and the children seem to 
thrive on it, too. With our dog and our cai, our movies of Europe 
which everyone wants to see (the most talked of picture being ono of 
Bud Kalish, our traveling companion, and myself making use of a street 
latrine in Rome), and our air conditioning, our house is very active. 

We doubled the size of our screen porch in the rear.

Due, probably, to a too extensive yawn , I sprained my right Jaw 
about ten days ago and now I am going around with a bandage which 
runs over the top of my head and down under my chin to hold the 
ailing Jaw in place. Aside from the fact that such a head dress 
is far from becoming, the Jaw hurts every time I move it and the 
swelling presses on the nerves in the side of my face and gives 
me violent headaches which I seem to be able to ease only by 
taking off the bandage and using ice packs to reduce the swelling. 

Think I could take the endless swapping from a-bandage to an ice 
pack rather gracefully if it were not for the fact that the whole 
business is such a strain on the appetite. All I can eat is stuff 
that has been mashed and mangled beyond recognition before I get 
it. And that is more than human flesh should have to bear. When 
I went to the doctor Friday he told me to continue as I have been 
doing and c^me back in a week if I didn't get all right - so I 
told him, gently but firmly, that in a week's time I would quite 
probably be a Jibberlng idiot. 

Otherwise the Cowans and the Cruzans and getting along in pretty 
fine shape.

Dear Evelyn and Eric: 

Ivly face is really RED this time I However, the truth of the matter is 
that since the typhoon season started battering us around I haven’t 
had a chance to write to anyone except the families - and those have 
been only hasty notes now and then. 

As you know, the first bad one was Della on June 20th. Our house on 
the ridge took such a beating during that one that we were notified we 
would have to evacuate as soon as new quarters could be completed down 
on lower ground. I rather hated giving up the cool breezes we had on 
the ridge but, considering how breezy those breezes could get now and 
then, it seemed like a pretty safe idea. Je hoped we would move before 
any more typhoons came along but no such luck. Just as we had about 
finished cleaning mud, salt, mildew, mould and corrosion off everything 
we ov/ned, along came Faye. As Okinawan typhoons go Faye was definitely 
a false alarm - just roughed us up a little bit. 

Je were supposed to move into our new, typhoon-proof (?) quarters on 
July 25th but, sure enough, Gloria hit here full force on July 23rd. 

Thank God Ainston and I were up at Okuma - the officers club at the 
north end of the island where Winston drank his way through Libby last 
October - and so we were out of the area of the greatest danger at the 
time. Gloria lasted from Friday night through most of Saturday night. 

Having no telephone or radio communication with the southern part of the 
island where the military areas are located, the first news we had was 
Sunday about noon when the ".P.s made their way through to see if we 
were still on the face of the earth. Their stories were pretty grim, 
particularly when they told us that Awase, the area we lived in, had been 
completely demolished and it had been necessary to call out the 29th 
Infantry to prevent Okinawan looting until the people could scramble 
through the wreckage and try to find what, if anything, was left of 
their belongings. 

I have never taken a longer ride than we took that Sunday getting from 
Okuma back down to Awase to see if we had anything left. Our one happy 
thought was that, at least, we were alive and imigmsEji uninjured and we 
had the few clothes and things we had taken with us for the week end, 
which was more than a lot of people could say. 

After going through several beaten up native villages along the way, we 
finally came to the military areas and decided we had better pull over 
to the side of the road, have a good drink and brace ourselves for what 
we were going to find. 

t is hard to imagine so much being completely demolished, but you can 
rest assured that from now on I will have the utmost respect for the 




wrecking ability of a typhoon. The reports that went out of here were, 
of course, rather closely censored at the time - for obvious reasons - 
but I was a little amazed when your letter arrived, Gric, saying that 
everyone was safe. A large number of Okinawans were killed and drowned. 

As for the Americans, one child v/as killed, a woman had her back broken 
when a typhoon shelter collapsed on her and she will be an invalid for 
life - not to mention that every other person you saw for weeks had a 
patch or a sling on some part of his anatomy. There were so many broken 
jaws that the hospital ran out of splints for them. Not to mention, again, 
that there were also mental cases as a result of the storm. 

our house was completely finished - torn to shreds inside and out - but, 
at least, it didn't blow away and we could go in and get our things out 
of it. Fortunately, our losses were most all minor. The house next door 
to us blew away and even took the plumbing pipes with it when it left 
the ridge and squashed itself to pieces on the road down below us. I 
doubt seriously if my sense of humor could have stood the strain of being 
in our house during the storm and seeing the one next to us go that way. 

By Sunday night just everyone Y/ho could walk had congregated in the few 
remaining club buildings - clad in anything they could find that had not 
blown away or been drenched - and proceeded to celebrate the fact that 
Gloria had left. Never have I seen such rejoicing over the departure of 
a guest. 

You can well imagine what fun we had packing all our soaked belongings 
into soaked trunks and suitcases and moving into our brand new, typhoon 
proof (?) house to find that some of the pipes had been split and had 
flooded the place, the roof had blown off the front bedroom, and a beam 
had gone through the back bedroom wall leaving a huge, gaping hole. 

Being Ydthout power for a few days left the dry closets useless and the 
milder/, mould and corrosion really got everything. Lverything in the 
whole house from clothes to cameras, trains, cooking utensils, etc. etc. 
had to be gone over completely which took the whole month of August. 

During that time typhoons Hester and Judith also visited us but they were 
sissies and really only bothered our nerves. All I can say is that I 
have seen all the typhoons I*m interested in seeing and I am just hoping 
and hoping we mil have no more for the duration of our tour of duty. 

After the struggle of getting over Gloria, '.Tinston and I decided we had 
earned a leave so we left here by Pan American on September 10th and 
flew to HongKong. The first day we were there we ran into Col. Hume, a 
friend of ours from Greenville days, and the three of us had quite a 
time. On the 13’th v/e flew on to Bangkok where a friend of ours is the 
manager of Standard Oil. Stayed there until the H±gx±xt 2 fcctocic^± 21st 
and, after seeing all the temples, royal palaces, Siamese boxing and 
night spots, I think it is pretty safe to say that Bangkok must be one 
of the most interesting places left in the world. That is a trip you 
all would certainly get a bang out of. 







On the 21st we left Bangko and had grand flying weather until just 
before we reached Hongkong - then we ran into rain and fog that made 
landing impossible. For about bS minutes we circled around hoping 
things would clear but finally the steward announced that we would 
have to go on to Canton and land and wait there until the HongKong 
Field opened up. I had no idea we would get into China but we did. 

I might add that I was no little relieved to get out of it due to 
the fact that they seem to have the playful habit of shooting at trains 
and planes in that neighborhood. All we saw of Canton was what we saw 
from the air and the inside of the terminal restaurant, .hen we landed 
the crew escorted us into the restaurant for lunch and there we stayed 
until we took off about five-thirty. 


Our return visit to HongKong was as much fun as the first one and now 
we are just hoping that it mil fees still be open this March. Our date 
of return to the States has been set now for April so we would like to 
go back to HongKong for a leave before we start back. Don't know just 
when we will get up to Japan but we are trying to work that in too.

All the new curtains and 
drapes are up, the servants are pretty well trained and the household 
is running along in an orderly fashion once again so I am keeping my 
fingers crossed in hopes that my second six months will not be quite as 
hectic as my first.

I was no little surprised to find out that all the small packages we mailed for Xmas 
must have arrived in the States almost in time for Thanksgiving. The announcement here 
was that everything should be in the post office by Nov. l£th as everything would be 
sent surface mail - but, apparently, they sorted out the small boxes and sent them by 
air mail anyway. Such is life on Okinawa. You never know where you standi Anyway, I 
am glad you liked the Siamese trinkets and I hope they mil help lure you to Siam some 
time. 

You mentioned having seen the pictures of Okinawa that were published in the Dec. 19th 
issue of Life.Now I am wondering if you read the article that came out in Time. Both 
of them struck me as being pretty good but they left an awful lot unsaid - some of it 
better and some of it worse, if you can imagine that, Maybe pretty soon we can show 
you some of our pictures and give you some of the choicer details that were not 
printed. All in all the whole thing is a nasty mess and there is lots more to be told. 

I doubt if the whole story ivill ever hit the papers. 

As far as we can figure out we are scheduled to return to the States some time during 
April. .Ye won’t know our exact departure date until Winston gets his orders for his 
assignment in the States so you can well imagine how anxious we are.

You asked no to be more specific about the questions I wanted you 
to ask Leonard when you visited London. My principal questions 
are* Why has he not written? and Why has he not made a further 
effort to straighten out the open accounts? 

On an invoice of coins dated 8/22/45, totaling #13,907*50, Leonard 
indicates that he has disposed of #8,635 worth over the past several 
years. The balance of the coins are still in his possession, some, 
however, having been returned. There is an invoice of July 29, 1947 
on which $1,948.50 is due, and apparently Leonard has sold all of 
these coins. There is another invoice of July 29* 19*7 on which 
$71*55 Is due. There is an invoice of July 30, 1947 on which $2,628 
is due. There are books which were sent to Adolph Hess in August of 
1949, pursuant to Leonard's request,.for which there is due #514.60. 

Leonard is entitled to a credit for certain expenses of mine in 
coming to London to discuss these matters last year. At that time 
I went over his situation with his accountant and endeavored to help 
him in the collection of one large delinquent account. There are 
some other matters between Leonard and the estate which are not im¬ 
portant for your purpose.

If anyone eould have picked a better time to Leave Okinawa than you 
did, I want to know. It seems to me your timing must be guided by 
a hidden sense. 

I do not know what to tell you to do with the money you have in 
escrow with the Land Title Insurance Company other than to have you 
write them to cash in the $9,000 in United States Treasury Bonds 
which matured April 1, 1950 and which are held in Escrow 2838 . 

There i3 about $1,259*00 in cash in this escrow and $1,166.00 in 
Escrow 2841, but they are both tied together. As to reinvesting 
the proceeds in some sort of United States security, I wish to 
caution you that if this fighting gets rough there might be a freeze 
on cashing in Government securities which are registered. Therefore, 
I would buy short term non-registered securities, if any. I am en¬ 
closing the most recent quotations of Government securities. After 
you decide what you wish to do, merely write the Land Title Insurance 
Company, 7913 Forsythe, instructing them to cash in the old Treasury 
Bonds and purchase new ones. You can buy $11,000.00 in securities, 
as you know.

Needless to say, I was somewhat embarrassed when your letter 
came the other lay.
